Richardson may be called

tomorrow or next day. 
The admiral was com m ander-m - 
chief of the Pacific fleet in 1940. 
surrendering the command in Jan u ­ 
ary 1941 to Adm Husband E Kim- 
mel, Mr Roosevelt’s former naval 
aide, who held the post at the time 
of Pearl Harbor 
Just 
what Richardson’s 
differ­ 
ences with the late president were 
has never been officially published. 
Rumor long has had it that he 
objected when Mr Roosevelt w ant­ 
ed to transfer some naval units from 
Tne Pacific to the Atlantic to aid 
in getting supplies to Great Britain.
